INDUSTRIAL MICROBIOLOGY. S. C. Prescott and C. G. Dunn. McGraw-Hill Book 
Company, Incorporated, New York (1940) 541 pages. $5.00

fermentations rarely appears in print, because many of the processes are regarded as 
industrial secrets. The authors have done a remarkably fine job of discussing the 
basic principles involved in these fermentations without disclosing the industrial 
secrets of individual companies.

B. Je Clawson, and N. FP. Sherwood. The World Company, Lawrence, Kansas (1938) 5th 
Edition Revised. 207 pages. $2.00 

"This laboratory guide consists of a series of introductory exercises on the 

morphology and physiology of the more commonly encountered species of bacteria, 
followed by a long series of exercises designed particularly to acquaint the student 
with the various groups of pathogenic bacteria and the routine diagnostic laboratory 
procedures. 


"The exercises are presented in four sections under the captions, General 
Bacteriology, Bacteriology of Foods and Water, Diagnostic Bacteriology and Immunol- 
ogy. A fifth section of the manual is devoted to formuli for various culture media 
and staining solutions.

THE VIRUS: LIFE'S ENEMY. K. M. Smith. Cambridge: at the University Press. 
New York: The Macmillan Company (1940) 176 pages. $2.00 

"This well illustrated interestingly written book, an admirable representative 
of the Cambridge library of modern science, presents clearly the development of our 
knowledge of the viruses with adequate statements as to methods of study and the 
theories of the nature of these pathogenic agents. The illustrative examples are 
drawn more largely from plant diseases rather than those of man and other animals, 
but this is to be expected because of the versonal experience of the author and also 
because so many of the basic studies have been made with plant viruses. Modes of 
transmission, especially the relation of insects to this important phase of knowledge 
are critically examined and the peculiar relation of viruses to the living cell is 
well considered.

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IN MEMORIAM 


Albert Lawrence Scott 
1904 - 190 


"Albert Lawrence Scott, bacteriologist for the City Health Department of 
Roanoke, Virginia, died of cancer at his home in Roanoke on December 15, 1940, fol- 
lowing an illness of several months. 


"Mr. Scott received the Bachelor of Science degree from the University of Utah 
in 1928. From 1928 to 1931 he served as instructor in bacteriology at the University 
of Colorado Medical School where he obtained the degree of Master of Science. In 
1931 he was appointed bacteriologist for the Roanoke Health Department, where he 
served until his death. 


"Mre Scott's publications included 'The Serologic Agglutination of Bacillus 
Sordellii and Clostridium Oedematoides' and ‘Comparison of the Kolmer-Wasserman, 
Kahn and Rosenthal Tests for Syphilis’. 


"Mr. Scott was a member of many societies, among them the 'Phi Kappa Phi‘ and 


‘Sigma Xi' Fraternities, and the Society of American Bacteriologists. He was also 
an active member of the Sanatary Corps of the U. S. Army Reserves.'--G. M. Neal
